Board (PERB). This is an increase of $3.2 million in General Fund support and an increase of 15.2 FTE
positions compared to the estimated FY 2007 appropriations. The Bill also increases support from other
funds by $1.4 million to a total of $10.4 million.

. Appropriates $6.3 million and 83.8 FTE positions from the General Fund to the Department of Cultural

. Appropriates $15.7 million and 153.3 FTE positions from the General Fund to the Department of

2008. This is a decrease of $170,000 compared to the original
estimate of $270,000 for FY 2007 receipts. For FY 2007, two
estimated appropriations were made from the Fund: $150,000 for
lowa's Councils of Governments and $120,000 the Rural
Development Program. However, current estimated receipts to the
Fund for FY 2007 and FY 2008 will not be sufficient to provide funding
for the Rural Development Program for FY 2007 or FY 2008.

21 EXPLANATION

22 This bill makes appropriations and transfers from the

27 lowa finance authority, and the public employment relations

28 board for the 2007-2008 fiscal year.

29  The bill provides that the goals for the department of

30 economic development shall be to expand and stimulate the
31 state economy, increase the wealth of lowans, and increase the
32 population of the state.

33 The bill appropriates from loan repayments on loans under
34 the former rural community 2000 program to the department of

35 economic development moneys for providing financial assistance

to lowa's councils of governments that provide technical and
planning assistance to local governments.

The bill transfers moneys collected by the division of

insurance in excess of the anticipated gross revenues to the
department of economic development for purposes of insurance
economic development and international insurance economic
development.

The bill appropriates moneys from the lowa community
development loan fund to the department of economic

10 development for purposes of the community development program.
11 The bill appropriates moneys from the workforce development

12 fund account to the workforce development fund.

13 The bill provides that moneys appropriated or transferred
14 to or receipts credited to the workforce development fund may
15 be used for administration of workforce development

16 activities.
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The bill provides that all moneys remaining in the job
training fund on July 1, 2007, and any moneys appropriated or
credited to the fund during the fiscal year beginning July 1,
2007, shall be transferred to the workforce development fund.

The bill requires the state board of regents to submit a
report on the progress of regents institutions in meeting the
strategic plan for technology transfer and economic
development.

The bill requires the department of workforce development
to establish accountability measures for all subcontractors.
The bill requires the auditor of state to annually conduct an
audit of the department of workforce development. The bill
requires the legislative services agency to conduct an annual
review of salaries paid to employees of entities organized
under chapter 28E and salaries paid under a contract with the
department of workforce development.

The bill appropriates moneys from the special employment
security contingency fund to the department of workforce
development for the division of workers' compensation.

The bill appropriates interest earned on the unemployment
compensation reserve fund to the department of workforce
development for the operation of field offices.

The bill allows the office of renewable fuels and

coproducts to apply to the department of economic development

for moneys in the value-added agricultural products and
processes financial assistance fund for deposit in the
renewable fuels and coproducts fund.

The bill requests the auditor of state to review the audit

of the lowa finance authority performed by the auditor hired
by the authority.

The bill provides that, for the fiscal year beginning July

1, 2007, any entity that was specifically identified in 2001

lowa Acts, chapter 188, to receive funding from the department

of economic development, excluding any entity identified to
receive a direct appropriation beginning July 1, 2007, may
apply to the department for assistance through the appropriate
program.

The bill provides that, in providing moneys from the
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shelter assistance fund to homeless shelter programs, the
department of economic development shall explore the potential
of allocating moneys to programs based in part on their

ability to move their clients toward self-sufficiency.

The bill appropriates moneys from moneys credited to the
state by the secretary of the treasury of the United States
pursuant to the Social Security Act to the department of
workforce development for the administration of the
unemployment compensation program only.

The bill requires each department or state agency receiving
appropriations in the bill to file a report with the
department of administrative services and the general assembly
regarding an assessment of the telecommuting possibilities for
the department or state agency. Based on the assessment, the
bill requires an implementation plan to be developed. The
bill provides an annual reporting requirement regarding
